11. To be thrown overboard for

ar sinking to the bottom to be 'recov- 


ered at low tide. 


2. To provide. protection for medi- 
cal kits, blood plasma, emergency, 
rations, gas masks and for hundreds 
of naval, army and air force uses. 


3. Paper parachutes, strong enough 
‘to. convey to earth precious food and 
supplies for isolated men and units, 
are now in use on many fronts, | 

4. Containers made from treated 
paper. capable of forming a package 
liner that will contain and hold high 
volatile solvent vapros such as naph- 

5. Treated paper electrical conduits 
tha and benzine. 
are replacing metal and wood. 

6. Paper containers for shells gren- 
ades, fuses etc. 

7. Paper containers for dehydrated 

foods, saving the cargo space of @ 
ship. Beef. potatoes, eggs, milk, etc., 
when dehydrated and compressed and 
packed in paper containers (cartons) 
means a saving of about 85% of car-

. 8. Paper containers for canisters 
are used for transporting powder in 
shell-filling plants, the T.N.T, tubes 
and shell components.

Canning Sugar Is 
~~ Still 10 Pounds 


Edmonton - Ten pounds of sugar 
per person for canning is the allott- 
ment throughout Canada, but con- 
sumers who wish to use D coupons 
to buy the alternative half pound of 
sugar instead of ready-made preserv- 
es can get an additional 13 pounds of 
sugar, C. G. McKee, regional super- 
intendent of rationing, points out. 

There are 26 D coupons valid dur- 
ing 1944, each good for the alterna- 
tive purchase of sugar. If a consum- 
er uses al] D‘ coupons for buying 
sugar together with the 10 pounds 
of canning sugar allowed in the sea- 
son he acquires a total 23 pounds of 
sugar the superintendent stated. 

Likewise, consumers can purchase 
ready-made preserves instead of us- 
ing canning sugar to make them, by 
exchanging F canning sugar coupons 
for D coupons at a Local Ration 
Board. This exchange can not be 


made before F coupons become valid, 
the first five are valid on May 25 
and the second five on July 6.

Butter Ration ‘ 
Is Cut Again 


Ottawa - Because of a decline in 
butter production the Canadian but-: 
ter ration will be temporarily reduced 
next umonth by postponing the valid 
date of butter coupons 64 and 65 
from June 1 until June 8, the ration 
administration of the Wartime’ Pric- 
es and Trade Board announces, The 
reduction will be the same as that ap 
plied during March when each con- 
sumer was asked to give up half a 
pound of butter. 

The ‘Board is also returning to. the 
former policy of having two butter 
coupons due every two weeks rather 
than one coupon valid each week, as 
at present, 


Butter purchased with coupons 62 
and 63 valid on May 18 must last for 
three weeks, until June 8, instead of 
until June 1. Quota users will have a 
corresponding reduction, ration of- 
ficials state.

Labour, which at sent is_ so ur 
gently needed elsewhere, would have 
to be immediately secured for fire- 
fighting purposes. It would also en- 
tail-the loss of valuable timber - more 
valuable now in this period of nation 
al need than it ever was before, and 
urgently needed for the general war 
effort. It is needed as well for the 
building of many new homes and for 
other forms of construction, which 
have been deferred until victory is 
won, at which time labour, together 
with the materials so badly needed 
by labour, will once again become 
available. 

This is not the total price which 
would have to be paid for a major 
fire just how. With such a conflaga- 
tion under way in the present dry 
condition of both bush and park lande 
losses would include: destruction of 
buildings, stock and possibly human 
life. 


It is easy therefore to understand 
that until a generous downpour of 
rain over a wide area not only elimin 
ates the present danger but brings a 
welcome return of green vegetation, 
it will be found advisable to postpone 
the burning of brush, slash and other 
debris. This is one when put 
ting off a thing which can be done 
today, even if it costs a little more 
by such delay, will ensure the protec- 
tion of buildings, homes and the great 
forested a'reas of this province. 

It is urgently pointed out that 
more than usual care should, of 
course, be taken in the matter of dis- | 
carding cigarettes, matches and oth- 
er lighted material before they are 
properly put out, Safeguarding of | 
camp or other fires also is vitally 
necessary.

Car License Cut 


Renewed efforts to bring about a 
reduction. in motor license fees in 
Alberta will be considered when 
directors of the Alberta Motor As- 
sociation hold their summer meeting 
in Calgary on June 8, according to 
official information. 

The A.M.A. maintains that more 
tian 50,000 car owners were discrim- 
inated against when the provincial 
government gave a license cut only 
to models of 1984 make or earlier. 

Various gubjects of interest to mo- 
torists will be taken up at the Cal- 
gary meeting, but the launching of 
fresh demands for car license re- 
duction will be among thé uppermost, 

In view of the possibility of an 
early session of the Alberta legisla- 
ture, the A.M.A. will consider the 
form of new representations to bring 
about a license cut. Only. a nominal 
license fee is imposed in Ontario, and 
British .Columbia this year gave a 
general reduction of 20 per cent in 
license fees.

In Bad Collision Near Viking 


Mr. and Mrs. Arthur Dupre, well- 
known to so many as former re- 
sidents of Wainwright, were injured 
in a bad car collision which occurred 
at Viking on Saturday afternoon last 
about 3.30. 

From details to hand it seems that 
Mr. and Mrs. Dupre were coming 
from the city to Wainwright on Sat- 
urday, with their son L/S Paul Dupre 
R.C.N.V.R., in their Pontiac car, and 
just as they reached the intersecting 
road immediately west of Viking, a 
Ford sedan driven By a Mr. Williams 
accompanied by his wife, drove on to 
the highway directly in front of them 
with the result that the Ford car was 
struck right in the side and over- 
turned. Mr. Williams, who was driv- 
ing was pinned beneath the vehicle, 

Willing helpers from Viking soon 
had the car lifted off the injured man 
and all the passengers were taken to 
Viking hospital and received medical 
attention there. Later both Mr. Wil- 
liams and Paul Dupre were taken to 
an Edmonton hospital, Mre. Williams 
and Mrs. Dupre being detained at 
Viking, Mr. Dupre is suffering from 
shock and other minor injuries, but 


| is not in hospital.

SMOKES STILL SCARCE 

If you want to do something for 
your men overseas send them cigar- 
ettes and more cigarettes and still 
more cigarettes. Every Canadian in 
the army, navy or air force whom we 
met said the same thing. 

Cigarettes in England cost twu 
shiltings and fourpence for twenty of 
the poorest brands. Something better 
than fifty cents. And they are poor 
things now. A man living on army 
pay #imply cannot afford to buy them 
and consequently the cry is for more 
and more cigarettes sent from home. 

No man can receive too many for 


there are dozens who-receive none at 


all or very few. Some of his friends 
are always short. Apparently most of 
the men refuse to sell them to their 
friends, but they will loan some until 
the friend’s parcel arrives, But that 
means that the one chap must take 
a portion of his newly-arrived and 
precious stock and. repayudiigc debt 
and soon he is’short in. : 

This seems to be particularly true 
among men who just go over. Some 
time elapses before the first parcel 
arrives and by that time they are 
hopelessly in debt to their friends for 
cigarettes. The suggestion is that as 
soon as a man starts for overseas the 
cigarettes should start to flow after 
him immediately. ° 

Most of the men TI talked to felt 
that they received almost all the 
cigarettes sent to them. Some did 
not agree, it is true, but the majority 
were quite content that the smokes 
come through with consistent regul- 
arity. 

One public relations officer put it 
this way: “If you can only persaude 
the people of Canada to send more 
and more cigarettes over, that alone 
would make your trip worthwhile. 
You would have done a real service 
to the men of the Canadian forces 
here. Urge them to send more arid to 
send them regularly, Every man ov- 
er here will thank you.” 

Well, that is the story. You have 
it and the rest is up to you. If you 
have any relative or friend overseas 
in whom you are even casually inter- 
.egted make arrangements now to do 
something about augmenting his 
smoke supply. Remember MORE cig- 
arettes and REGULARLY. 

One chap from Kelowna told me 
that his greatest thrill at Christmas 
was to receive two parcels of cigar- 
ettes from people whom he knew only 
casually. He said he had appreciated 
the parcels from his close friends, 
but when he found that he had been 
remembered by only casual acquaint 
ances, it was a. real thrill.

men who participate in it. To the 
pedple of British Columbia, I would 
suggest that they investigate this 
system of sending cigarettes over- 
seas. ;

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War Weapons 
Cost ‘Reduced 


Reduction in price ‘of war equip- 
ment due to development of mass 
production and revision of con- 
tracts will save the Dominion more 
than $100,000,000 this year. On Har 
vard training planes which origin- 
-yally cost $23,400, but are now being 
‘made for $5,000 less per machine, 
the saving this year will be $6,000, 
000, On rifles, cost of which was re 


‘ duced from $62 each to $32, the 


saving this year will be $9,000,000. 
Universal carriers originally cost 
$4,500, but the price has been cut 
to $3,000. This will save $16,200,000 
this year. Careful comparison of 
the Canadian purchasing and con- 
tract system for war supplies shows

A breakdown of some of this makes 
astonishing reading. Canada produc- 
ed, for instance, 4,133 gircraft last 
year as well as 15,500 armored vehicl 
es. We made 45,000 artillery gun 
barrels, carriages and mountings, in 

1943 and will exceed. the 1943 total 
of 580,000 machine guns, rifles, etc, 
We produced 30 million rounds of 
gun ammunition and 1.5 _ billion 
rounds of small arm stuff. In addition 
our workers built:150 cargo vessels 
and 100 naval vessels and delivered 
3,600 small craft out of 4,300 orders 


| placed. This is only part of the pic- 


ture because there was a tremendous 
amount of defence construction and 
other projects, too. 

Subsidies for.canning crops will be 
contimied this year, it is announced, 
Tomatoes get the most attention with 
& $6 a ton subsidy for producers sel- 
ling to processors—-an increase of $3 
over 1943. The subsidy of $4 remains 
unchanged for corn; peas $10 shelled 
weight or $2 straw weight; green and 
wax beans $7.50 a ton. The govern- 
ment is continying these subsidies in 
the fear that other crops requiring 
less labour might be substituted. 
This fear was borne out by the fact 
that production of tomatoes, corn, 
peas and beans declined last year. 

There has been quite a change in 
the regulations for Spring seeding 
and harvest leave granted army per- 
sonnel, such leave now being extend- 
ed from six weeks to two months. 
An interesting factor is that restric- 
tions have been eliminated on the 
number who may be granted agricul- 
tural leave, Last year there was a 
limit of five per cent from any par- 
ticular unit. This year only those 
who are deemed essential, cannot go. 
Applications for leave must come 
from the soldiers themselves, and 
they must pay their own transporta- 
tion. 

Five Canadian artists have been 
overseas placing on canvas for future 
generations the life of Canada's sons 
in Worid War II. First results have 
been included in a recent exhibition 
of war art at the National Gallery in 
London, England.. From time to time 
the finished paintings will be shown 
across the Dominion, eventually to 
form a national collection which will 
surely be reflected in the murals of 
Canadian public buildings. The ar- 
tists even sha'red the life of operation 
al stations, went on coastal patrols, 
to get “the feel” for the canvasses. 

At various times farmers have pro- 
tested daylight saving as a perman- 
ent wartime measure. A survey by 
the Power Controller of Canada 
brought, the information that for the 
Maritimes cancellation would mean 
@n estimated 10 per cent increased 
power demand, undesirable at pre- 
sent; Quebed’s power in metropolitan 
areas would jump 60,000 H.P. which 
couldn’t be taken care of by present 
generating capacity;* Ontario would 
see demand rocketed by 75,000 H.-P. 
while British Columbia generating 
stations are already overloaded. Only 
the prairie provinces report sufficient 
capacity to carry increased demand, 

Last year saw a record movement 
of capital to Canada from sales of 
outstanding securities to other coun- 
tries, the Bureau of Statistics show, 
in all a total of $172. million. There 
has been a heavy demand for Cana- 
dian bonds in United States markets, 
net sales in 1943 being $150,000,000, 
compared with $19,000,000 in 1941. 

Odds and ends: On charges that 
war materials are going to Spain, 
the Prime Minister said the 1943 ex- 
ports there were valued at only $169, 
021, mainly short fibre asbestos and 
asbestos waste Trans-Canada Air 
lines showed a 34 per cent passenger 
increase last year, with airmai] up 
60 per cent 28,456,959 tons of 
coal were imported into Quebec and 
Ontario from the U.S.A, and Great 
Britain last year, with $814,448 being 
paid in subsidies in the past two 

.

In the very small garden one can 
economise by planting peas in a 
double row about six to ten inches 
apart.

Because 
they mature early, in about | fifty 
days, other later vegetables like 
beets, beans, carrots, parenips or 


turnips can be planted close beside |' 


them, and later when the peas are 
finished the vines are dug under to 
give the other vegetables more room. 
To economise with corn, one can 
interplant with other vegetables like

Queen Bee Losses 


Several reports were received last 
year of losses of queen bees, either 
shortly after having been placed in 
the hives or sonte weeks later. 

A survey of the queen bee situation 
is being made by the Apiculture 
Branch, and all dead queens should 
be sent in for examination to W. G. 
le Maistre, Provincial Apiarist, De- 
partment of Agriculture, Edmonton. 
When mailing the dead queen, the 
name and address of the sender and 
the name and address of the supplier 
of the packages shoul? be given. If 
the cause of death can be determined 
the shipper will be notified and steps 
can then be taken to ensure improve- 
ment of the quality of queens shipped 
in packages.

PLANTS CLOSING DOWN 
DURING THE SUMMER 


Hon. Humphrey Mitchell, Minister 

of Labour, today stated that special 
instructions have been sent to Em- 
ploymient and Selective Service Of- 
fices across Canada, with a view to 
curtailing the temporary. closing: 
down of plants on war production 
and essential civilian production dut- 
ing the course of the summer. 
.. The Labour Minister points out 
that in normal times a good many 
plants have developed the practice of } 
closing down for several days -- 
often for a few weeks -- for various 
reasons, such as to give a vacation 
to employees or to carry out over- 
haul work. ; 

The Minister added that as labour 
shortages are expected to be. pro- 
nounced again this summer, the 
Government expects firms will agree 
to examine their policy carefully be- 
fore going ahead with any temporary 
plant shut-down. While there is no 
desire on the part of the Government 
to interfere with established . and 
reasonable vacation practices, Sel- 
ective Service cannot undertake to 
guarantee the return of workers to 
plants following unwarranted. shut- 
downs. Moreover, hardship for those . 
who lose wages during these tempor- 
ary Idyoffs is frequently involved. ~ 

The Minister wishes to be under- 
stood as appealing to all employers 
who may have under consideration 
any plan for a temporary shut-down, 
to discuss the matter with the near- 
est Employment and Selective Ser- 
vice office before reaching a final | 
decision, in order to ensure that Sel- 
ective Service Regulations miy not 
he infringed, and also to ensure that | 
labour shortage difficulties will not | 
arise out of action proposed.
